jury and ask his indictment 
on a 


charge of murder," State's Attornev 
Hoyne said. 
"It is one of the most 


cold-blooded and revolting crimes 
in Chicago's

Collecting Crowd Be- 


comes Enraged at 
Farmer Who Lashes 
Step-Child to Death 


Toledo, July 10—Authorities at 


Defiance, according to advices re- 
ceived here, fear mob violence as 
the result °f the arrest of Joshua 
Botkins, a farmer, on a charge of 
beating to death the three jeai °ld 
Son of Mrs. Ida May Bullock, his 
housekeeper. 


Botkins is alleged to ha»e Drip- 


ped the clothing from the child, 
held it by the ankles and beaten 
it so severely with a tug that death 
followed soon after. In jail at De- 
fiance, the farmer denies intend- 
ing to kill the child. Every effort 
is being made to suard Botkins 
and the mob spirit is reported to 
be growing in the community. 


The housekeeper, according 
to 


dispatches from Defiance, remains 
loyal to Botkins and has pleaded 
that he be released from jail so 
he can return' lo her. 
Botkins has been formally charg- 
ed with first Degree murder Au- 
thorities have made preparations 
to call out 
special 
guards, as 


crowds show disposition to gath- 
er about the Defiance jail. 


Botkins is said to be well todo 


and came to the Defiance district 
from Missouri. He is alleged 
to 


have repeatedly beaten the dead 
child and the woman's two other 
childien.

The plank upholds the senate in 


refusing to ratify tha treaty of Ver- 
sailles .declared that any future in- 
ternational 
peace 
understanding 


must square with American tradi- 
tions, and omits the affirmation dec- 
laration for a league which had 
been urged by the mild reserva- 
tionists. 


Originally drafted weeks ago by 


Blihu Root, the plank was revised 
at an all-night series of conferences 
and was adopted by the sub-com- 
mittee after Senator Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts, the republican senate 
leader, had appeared in the com- 
mittee room and declared if the 
mild reservation proposal were ac- 
cepted he would go on the conven- 
tion floor and fight it. 


The plank was said by the sub- 


committee members to be wholly 
acceptable to former Senator Crane 
of Massachusetts, the leader for the
